Scientific Studies 
• Project update 
¾ The Quality Assurance Performance Plan (QAPP) for the Integrated Assessment 

and Modeling (IAM) study went out for general HCDOP review on 26 August.  
The document is posted on the web-site and review is requested by 9 September. 
(Newton, UW/Hannafious, HCSEG) 

¾ Routine phytoplankton monitoring by Pacific Shellfish Institute (PSI) and Hood 
Canal Salmon Enhancement Group (HCSEG) commenced in August and will be 
on-going weekly through fall.  (Newton, UW/Hannafious, HCSEG) 

¾ Experiments on phytoplankton growth and species succession were conducted by 
various UW investigators on 15 August.  Results will be posted on the website 
when available.  (Newton, UW/Hannafious, HCSEG) 

¾ The Mclaine Moored Profiler (MMP) at Sund Rock was downloaded and 
maintained by Applied Physics Lab (APL) on 15 August.  New data and 
information will be posted on the website soon. (Newton, UW/Hannafious, 
HCSEG) 

 
• New information generated by projects 
¾ Dissolved Oxygen (DO), as indicated by ORCA and the Citizen Monitoring, 

continues to be low this summer.  Lynch Cove was reported at 0.2 mg/L, Sisters 
around 1 mg/L and Potlatch to Bambans are less than 2 mg/L.  New inventory 
data are planned for September. (Newton, UW/Hannafious, HCSEG) 

 
Corrective Actions 
• Project update 
¾ Community septic system meeting was held with Paradise Bay (near Port Ludlow, 

Jefferson County).  Sent out a questionnaire to 200 homes to determine how much 
homeowners would be willing to pay for community sewage system.  Will 
continue to work with them over the coming months to refine the scope of the 
project. (Christensen, HCCC) 

¾ Will meet with Clifton Beach community on Labor Day weekend about a 
community sewage system there. (Christensen, HCCC) 
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¾ Met with Mason County and Mason PUD #1 to begin to scope out staff roles for 
their expanded roles in sewage management.  Based on the meeting, there was a 
general agreement that there needs to be a sewage treatment management plan 
created for the Hood Canal watershed.  The Hood Canal Coordinating Council 
(HCCC) staff will be proposing to our Board that we lead the effort to develop the 
management plan as part of the Hood Canal Rehabilitation Program. (Christensen, 
HCCC)  

¾ Began to work on developing a marine pump out facility in Hoodsport in 
conjunction with the Port of Hoodsport.  Will be meeting with them in September 
to begin the project. (Christensen, HCCC) 

¾ Completed data analysis of the attitude survey on onsite sewage systems.  We will 
be presenting the information at the next HCCC Board meeting.  We will also 
create a summary document for distribution to the general public.  (Christensen, 
HCCC) 

¾ Presented and led (“Government Accountability and Performance” (GMAP)-
‘like’-exercise on Hood Canal for the Puget Sound Action Team (PSAT) 
(Partnership) Management Team in early August. Agency contacts engaged in 
discussion of policy concerns and funding for various activities related to 
education (to influence human behavior), onsite management and sewer 
construction, anaerobic digester construction, and salmon carcass disposal.  
Conclusion: the concept for the proposed interagency HC team was endorsed by 
the group and will begin functioning right away. (Fagergren, Criss, PSAT) 

¾ Convened the internal PSAT Hood Canal team to discuss tracking and 
accountability of funded projects and began work on GMAP exercise for agency-
funded projects for the biennium, to be discussed September 12. (Fagergren, 
Criss, PSAT) 

¾ Met with Janice Adair, Maryanne Guichard and Brad Avy following the PSAT –
Management Team meeting to discuss interagency work and coordination; 
similarly with Heather Ballash of CTED. (Fagergren, PSAT) 

¾ Talked with Bernie Hargrave (USACOE) about salt marsh restoration 
(construction and budget) at the mouth of the Skokomish River (Fagergren, 
PSAT) 

¾ Participated in a meeting with Mason County staff, CTED, Ecology, and Health 
about implementation of sewer projects, onsites maintenance and surveys (and 
correction). Policy concerns emerged with some of the funded projects, and the 
group decided holding quarterly meetings of this group, with a slightly expanded 
table (especially to include the Skokomish Tribe) would be useful. (Fagergren,

¾ Hood Canal Watershed Pledge Program has distributed 1200+ books and has a 

total of 76 pledges returned. (Piper, HCWEN) 
¾ Shore Stewards has an approximately 20 returned applications and have

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¾ A presentation was given to 80 Port Townsend Rotary Members on 9/6/2005 with 
the People for Puget Sound based Power Point Presentation. The response was 
very positive.

¾ Aly Vander Stoep of UW’s College of Ocean and Fishery Sciences Dean’s Office 
arranged for citizens to visit the site where Drs Ginger Armbrust, Claire Horner-

Canal for the magazine.  The article will be tied to the work with WSU Extension 
offices.
